HE people of the United States 
have awakened to the fact that 
they are facing a momentous 
issue. 
Senator Elkins, chair­ 
man of the senate committee on inter­ 
state commerce, declares that govern­ 
ment regulation of railway rates is 
“tlie greatest legislative problem with 
which congress bus had to deal in for­ 
ty y ears.” 
The fact that President 
Roosevelt makes this the first question 
which he treats in his annual message 
« hows how important he regards the 
proposed step. 
The battle will be in the senate. The 
•overwhelming majority by which the 
house passed the Esch Townsend bill 
at the last session—326 to 17 -Indicates 
that there will be no fight worth men­ 
tioning in that body . The Eseh-Town- 
send bill, with certain amendments, 
has l>een reintroduced and will doubt­ 
less become the house measure. 
It 
will then be up to the senate, and in 
that body will take place a struggle 
the like of which has not l>een seen for 
many moons. 


A Vital Matter. 
The issue, In a word, is as to whether 
or not the power to fix rates shall be 
given to the interstate commerce com­ 
mission or some similar administrative 
body . 
There are minor details, of 
course, but it is conceded on all sides 
that they could be compromised. The 
placiug of the rate making power in 
the government is the bone of conten­ 
tion. 
It is a vital matter; how vital 
the present generation perhaps does 
not realise. 
It is fundamental, being

For example, if a y ailroad is 
granting some trust an especially low, 
rate, that the commission may declare] 
as low a general rate for all shippers, i 
More publicity is ad vocal eu. It is de- 
sired that the commission may have' 
access to ail books , that hearings m uy ’ 
be expedited and that power may be 
given to remedy an evil when found. 
Unequal treatment, then, is the meat in 
the second cocoa nut. Tbo Rooseveltian 
idea of a square deal is to give John 
, Doe or Richard Roe tho same rates as 
Armour. One firm shall not be favored 
at the expense of another. The poor 
shipper shall not be required to pay 
more than the rich shipper. As far as 
possible one community shall have an 
equal show with all other communities, 
i Now we are getting the lay of the land. 


All Railroad Men Not In the Fight. 
Having determined something of the 
contour of the battlefield, the next 
thing is to look into the condition of 
the armies. What is the lineup of the 
forces? Who has the most men? Where 
are the big guns? 
What about the 
strategic advantages? At first glance 
the contending hosts look something 
like tills: On one side Theodore Roose- 
! velt, showing his teeth; on the other 
the railroads and favored shippers! But 
examined more closely there are modi- 


the capture of Fort Senate, which is 
also situated on Capitol hill and at no 
very great distance. 
It is not known 
which side the garrison at this strong 
hold favors, but it is suspected that 
some of its commanders have a sneak- 
iug liking for the railroad forces and 
purpose surrendering the citadel into 
their hands. But it is not believed ot.

until lie is through, and not even then 
usually , for by the time he is done 
some one else is in the talking mood, 
and so it goes, or, rather, so it does not 
go. 
It never goes, in fact, uutil ev­ 
ery body is talked out. 


A Fo x y General. 
The ostensible head of the senate gar­ 
rison is Major General Steve Elkins. 
At different times he has hailed from 
Missouri, New Mexico and West Vir­ 
ginia. In former day s he was a lieuten­ 
ant of the celebrated “armed warrior” 
and “plumed knight,’ James G. Blaine. 
Elkius is reputed to know most every ­ 
thing about railroads, for he owns 
some of his ow n. lie is at the head of 
the important interstate commerce com­ 
mittee brigade, but it is not certain 
that a majority of this body will follow 
him. He is one of those reported to be 
conniving at turning over the fortress 
to the railroad forces, but he is a foxy 
general and does not give himself 
away . Every few day s there come ru­ 
mors that he is try ing to effect a com­ 
promise, ani there are even intima­ 
tions that he may be successful. 
Another great commander in the sen­ 
ate is General Nelson W. Aldrich, who

the difference between private control 
aud public control. However veiled or 
befogged, this remains the chief con­ 
tention. Stripped of all side issues, the 
question Is simple, Has the nation the 
right to regulate transportation tolls? 
However complicated or my sterious 
the details of rate making may appear, 
the issue itself is plain ami clear. 
It 
transcends any mere question as to 
whether freight schedules are too high 
or too low or even as to whether there 
is discrimination or favoritism. 
All 
these things are involved, but they do 
not constitute the crux of the matter. 
That turns upon the sovereign power 
of the United States over its common 
carriers. 
Having got this one point 
fixed, it is possible to wade into the 
laby rinths of the subject without los­ 
ing one's bearings. 
Before the aver­ 
age lay uiiud tackles a matter so my s­ 
terious as the modern railway rate 
some such precaution is necessary . 
One other tiling is clear, that the rail­ 
road question is interwoven with that 
of die industrial trusts. The Standard 
OH agitation and the beef trust trials 
showed that. These two concerns were 
built tip largely on the rebate. The 
same is true of practically every other 
trust that ships or receives produce, 
so that in taking up the freight rate 
m atter the president seems to have got 
at the tap root of tho whole trust plant. 
This makes the issue before congress 
fundamental in more senses than one. 


More Publicity Advocated. 
Another point is fairly plain -conced­ 
ing the abstract proposition that the 
government has the right to fix rates, 
thou what is the real e\ il at which this 
proposed legislation is aimed? Is It not 
this very giving of reliâtes, discrimina­ 
tion, unequal treatment? There seetus 
no very general complaint that freight 
rates are too high. But there is general 
complaint of favoritism. Attorney Gen­ 
eral Moody after long and laborious in­ 
vestigation reports as his deliberate 
judgment that secret rebates are still 
given; that, while the bald return of a 
part of the charges is not indulged in 
so much as formerly , the same end is 
reached by other means-through the 
private car sy stem, for example; re 
frigerating charges, fictitious damages, 
terminal toils and the like. The presi­ 
dent's desire is to clothe the commis 
sion with power to get at these things 


tory , whoever wins it. 
It should not 
be forgotten that Colonel Roosevelt is 
something of a warrior himself and 
shows a disposition to crowd the fight­ 
ing. 
On the battlefield will be left 
a 
number of dead politically speaking, 
y ou understand. 


The Administration Measure. 
Leaving these bloody and martial 
similes, the present lineup of the legis­ 
lative struggle is something like this: 
The Escb-Townsend bill, which has 
been introduced in the house, may 
perhaps be regarded as the adminis­ 
tration measure 
It is the most nearly 
in line with the president’s ideas of 
any . 
It provides for the increase of 
the interstate commerce commission 
from five to seven, gives this body 
power on complaint being made to fix 
maximum rates, creates an interstate 
commerce court, composed of certain 
federal circuit judges, to whom the 
railroads may appeal if dissatisfied 
with the commission’s findings, but 
provides that the commission’s rulings 
shall go into effect immediately ; stipu­ 
lates that there must be more publicity 
in the matter of giving out rates and 
accounts by the roads, gives the com­ 
mission access to all books kept by the 
companies, provides drastic penalties 
for violation of law and as amended 
places all private cars and refrigerat­ 
ing and terminai charges under the 
control 
of 
the interstate commerce 
commission. Other bills have been in­ 
troduced in the house, among the rest 
that of Congressman Ilearst, which is 
even more radical. But it is fairly cer­ 
tain that the Escli-Townsend measure 
is the one that will lie pressed through. 
In the senate the most conspicuous 
bills are ihat prepared by the interstate 
commerce commission—one by Senator 
Foraker and one introduced or to be 
introduced by Senator Eikius. 
The 
bill by the interstate commerce com­ 
mission is the most radical of any . It 
contains all the provisions of the Esch- 
Townsend bill and in addition empow­ 
ers the commission to fix minimum as 
well as maximum rates, to initiate 
cases without complaints being made 
and to hunt up evidence for itself. The 
Foraker bill provides that the matter 
of fixing rates « hail be left to the Unit­ 
ed States courts. The Elkins bill fs to 
be in tlie nature of a compromise, giv­ 
ing the commission power to make find­ 
ings, but leaving the real rate making 
power in the hands of the courts, and 
providing further that branch lines, or 
“feeders,” are to be allowed more than 
their pro rata share of receipts on 
freights that are carried both by them 
] and tho trunk linos. 
Herein, by the 
way , is one of the nubs to the con-

Perhaps they are wise in 
their generation and are willing to 
take a slight pruning of privileges lest 
a worse thing befall them. 
As for the strategic advantages, the 
president is intrenched on Capitol hill 
in a strong fortress known as the 
house. 
This position the enemy can­ 
not take from him. 
Ilis biggest gun 
at this redoubt is a Cannon called 
Uncle Joe. 
It sometimes scatters, but 
belches smoke and tire and makes 
things 
exceedingly 
interesting 
for 
friend and foe. Another gun is manned 
by John Sharp Williams, and when it 
goes off the report may be heard for 
miles. 
It has been known to blow a 
“kid congressman” into small pieces. 
While it fires Democratic shells, it may 
lie counted for the president here. 


Still other pieces of ordnance are 
manned by John J. Esch of the Wis­ 
consin regiment and Charles E. Town 
send of the Michigan forces. 
These 
two have lashed their guns together 
and shoot simultaneously . Their pieces 
are much feared by the foe, as they 
have done deadly execution in the 
past. 
Townsend is a new tighter, but 
got into the game in such good earnest 
that he supplanted the veterans. Esch 
is a« older hand at the business and 
can blow a locomotive off the track at 
long distance.

ready .

bails from Rhode Island. Now, Aldrich 
is not much on dress parade, but lie is 
a mighty man of strategy . There is no 
doubt as to his position. Tie is opposed 
to the Roosevelt for*-os. 
While not 
much will lie heard of him in the fight, 
it is safe to.say that in* will be maneu­ 
vering constantly . Beware of the man 
who say s little and plans much. 
Another commander of the same way 
of thinking ¡is Aldrich is General Jo­ 
seph B. Foraker of Ohio. Foraker has 
been compared to a fire alarm, but that 
was by his enemies. lie loves nothing 
so much as a fight and generally is in 
one, both inside his own lines and out. 


Valiant Warriors. 
Array ed against these are a valiant 
host of warriors who are standing by 
Colonel Roosevelt. Chief of these i>er- 
hups is General Philander C. Knox of 
Pennsy lvania. 
Knox will handle the 
legal end of the campaign and is emi­ 
nently fitted for the task. 
With him 
will be Colonel Jonathan P. Dolliver of 
Iowa. He is a mighty orator, and his 
voice will ever be heard cheering his 
men onward. 
Lined up on the same 
side will be the veterans, Allison and 
Cullotu. 
Nor should ti new recruit be 
forgotten, La Foilette of Wisconsin- 
new in the senate, but not in this tight. 
He has been shooting it into the rail­ 
roads for lo, these many y ears. 
Of tho -Democratic hosts most of 
them will be fighting with the presi­ 
dent. Two notable exceptions will be 
Gorman, 
the 
veteran strategist of 
Mary land, and Morgan of Alabama, 
who will fight behind an old fort all 
his own, called ' state rights.” 
Of the general army in opposition to 
government eontrol it may be predicted 
that they will bear down on the ad­ 
ministration in a long line of locomo- 
j lives, like Hannibal's elephants charg­ 
ing on the army of Scipio, and possibly 
with similar results.

any other executive body is that rato 
making is an exceedingly Intricate and 
delicate process, which can only be 
handled by experts; that it would dis­ 
turb and disarrange business; that to 
fix lower rates than those in force 
would be actually confiscatory , and that 
it would give the government the pow : 
er to fix a price on their private prop- ; 
erty , which is transportation. 
They t 
profess to be anxious that all rebates 
and discriminations should Tie done 
away with. They are also willing that 
the rate making power should lie vest­ 
ed in the courts. It is only fair to suy 
tut this point, however, that the su­ 
preme court has decided that rate mak­ 
ing is a legislative function and cannot 
be vested in the courts, they only huv- j 
ing the right to enjoin an injustice- 
fur example, a rate that would amount 
to confiscation of property . 


Battle Worth Going to See. 
The body of immediate interest is the 
interstate commerce committee of the 
senate. This is composed of eight Re­ 
publicans and five Democrats, thirteen i 
in all. That is unlucky for somebody . I 
Of the Republicans four are pretty cor- ! 
tain to oppose the president. Three 
will support him. One, Millard of Ne­ 
braska, is doubtful, but it is believed 
that he will line up with Roosevelt, as 
his state overwhelmingly supports the 
president. Of the Democrats at least 
four are said to favor the Roosevelt 
plan. This would assure favorable ac­ 
tion by the committee. A canvass of 
tho senate itself would seem to indicate 
that government control will win out. 
At least some bill is practically certain 
to be passed, even though it be a com­ 
promise. It: will lie a battle worth go- > 
Ing miles to see, and the best informed 
opinion Inclines to the belief that Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt will be victorious. Ac­ 
cording to this view, the administration 
train has on a full head of steam, and 
somebody had better get off the track, i 
or there will be a collision.

Fiv e Tho usand To ns Sto red in Clin­ 
to n by the C. & N. W. Ry . 
Clinton Herald: A gigantic heap of 
soft coal has been placed along a side 
track of the Chicago and N orthw est­ 
ern, ex tending from a point near the 
railroad bridge, along the riv er bank, 
nearly u p to the steamboat landing. 
Fiv e thou sand tons of the fu el hav e 
been stored there du ring the past two 
weeks. There are fiv e thou sand tons 
of coal In reserv e down in the v icinity 
of the new rou ndhou se of the com­ 
pany also 
Thu s the Northwestern 
has 10,000 tons of coal pu t by in Clin­ 
ton for a “ rainy day ,” or a time when 
on accou nt of labor difficu lties in the 
mines or other trou ble, the company 
might be u nable to procu re a su fficient 
su pply of the fu el to operate 
its 
trains. 
The company makes a practice of 
storing Immense q u antities of coal 
here, and at West Chicago and Chicago 
ev ery fall and early winter. Some­ 
times the coal remains on the grou nd 
nearly a y ear before it is u sed. The 
work of piling u p coal along the riv er 
bank began abou t two weeks ago, and 
i is now completed. Cars of the fu el

DRAMA IN 1 7 65. 


Play » Were Acted Under Great Dlfll- 
caltte« at That Time. 
Here is an account of the sacking of 
a theater in New York from the Ga­ 
zette of May 3, 1765: “The play adver­ 
tised to be acted last Monday evening 
having given offense to sundry and 
divers Inhabitants of this city, who 
thought it highly Improper that such 
entertainments should 
be exhibited at 
this time of public distress, when great 
numbers of poor people can scarce find 
means of subsistence, whereby many 
persons might be tempted to neglect 
their business and squander that mon­ 
ey which Is necessary to the payment 
o f their debts aud the support of their 
families, a rumor was spread about the 
town that if the play went on the audi­ 
ence would meet with some disturb­ 
ance from the multitude. 
“This prevented the greatest part of 
those who intended to have been there 
from going. 
However, many 
people 
came and the play was begun, but soon 
interrupted by the multitude, who burst 
open the doors and entered with 
noise 
and tumult. 
The audience escaped in 
the best manner 
they could.

world. 
The com m onest kinds in the 
North island w ere only from tw o and 
one-half to four feet hig h. Those of the 
South island w ere m ostly from four to 
six feet tall, while the g iant forms, 
reaching tw elve and thirteen feet, w e n 
alw ays rare.
